■ I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report  on  the  health 

and  health  services  of  the  District  for  1940  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Deeny, 

This  report  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the  circular  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  No,  2314, 

The  general  health  of  the  District  remains  satisfactory  but  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Measles  were ’prevalent.  Three  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  ivere  notified 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  fortunately  no  further  spread  of  infection  occurred. 

The  District  was  free  from  Small -Pox  during  the  year  but  two  cases  of 
Typhoid  or  Paratyphoid  were  notified.  There  were  also  six  cases  of  Cerebro- 
spinal fever  with  two  deaths  and  15  cases  of  Diphtheria  with  two  deaths. 

The  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  was  called  up'for  Yfar  Service,  and 
there  was  no  Assistant  from  February  1940  xmtil  July  1941, 

The  shortage  of  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  disease  is  still 
as  acute  as  ever.  The  erection  of  the  new  Central  Hospital  is  yet  delayed  by 
reason  of  difficulty  with  regard  to  labour  and  material  and  the  question  of 
infectious  diseases  hospital  accommodation  is  dealt  with  in  another  part  of  the 
report. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  was  357  and  of  those  there  were  - 
75  inviTard  transfers  of  Carlton  residents  who  had  died  elsewhere  and  2 outvYard 
transfers.

HOSPITiiL  ACGOMiIODATION  FOR  CASES  OF  IWECTIOUS  DISEASES, 

The  arrangements  for  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  unchanged 
Those  cases  requiring  institutional  treatment  or  which  cannot  bo  isolated 
properly  at  home  are  admitted  to  Basford  Fever  Hospital,^  the  Carlton  Urban- 
District  Council  accepting  financial  responsibility  for  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

There  has  been  great  difficulty  in'  obtaining  beds  for  a number  of  cases 
during  the  year.  In  some  instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  send  patients  to 
Hospitals  considerable  distances  outside  the  District,  The  lack  of  infectious 
disease  hospital-  accommodation  becomes  more  marked  from  year  to. year. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  the  position  yrould  be  serious,  The  Hospital, 
o.t  Balderton  will  not  be  ready  before  1942,
